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Summary 


World  cocoa  bean  production  for  I969-7O  is  forecast  at  1,335*300  metric  tons, 
up  8.7  percent  from  the  1 968-69  outturn  of  1,228,700  tons  and  approximating 
levels  achieved  during  the  1966-67  and  1967*68  seasons.    The  larger  crop  this 
year  is  primarily  attributed  to  prospects  of  a  90,000-ton  recovery  in  African 
production  from  the  rain-damaged  1968-69  harvest.    Only  moderate  production 
increases  are  anticipated  for  the  other  producing  regions  of  the  world. 

World  cocoa  bean  exports  in  1968  fell  for  the  third  consecutive  year  to  1.05 
million  tons  as  a  result  of  reduced  shipments  by  Brazil  and  Nigeria.  World 
exports  in  1969  will  continue  to  decline,  reflecting  the  sharp  drop  in  African 
production  during  the  1968-69  season.    Increased  grindings  by  new  processing 
factories  in  Nigeria,  Ivory  Coast,  and  Cameroon  also  has  contributed  to  the 
general  decline  in  bean  shipments  in  recent  years. 

Although  world  production  is  expected  to  be  larger  this  season,  the  cocoa 
industry  still  will  be  faced  with  a  tight  supply  situation.    For  the  last 
h-  consecutive  years  world  use  has  exceeded  production,  and  stocks  have  now 
been  drawn  down  to  low  levels.    Ihe  shortage  of  cocoa  has  resulted  in  curtail- 
ment of  consumption,  slowed  the  expansion  of  new  markets,  increased  prices  for 
manufactured  products,  and  encouraged  greater  use  of  substitutes. 

In  response  to  high  cocoa  bean  prices,  world  grindings  this  year  will  be  lower, 
and  the  decline  is  expected  to  continue  into  1970.    Ihe  U.S.  grind  during  the 
first  9  months  of  1969  totaled  199,310  tons,  off  8  percent  from  the  correspond- 
ing period  a  year  earlier.    New  York  spot  Accra  cocoa  bean  prices  averaged 
about  45.4  cents  per  pound  during  January-October,  up  11  cents  over  the  I968 
annual  average. 


Production  and  Trade 


Africa;    Although  growing  conditions  in  the  major  African  producing  countries 
have  not  been  ideal,  they  have  been  much  improved  over  those  of  a  year  ago. 
Production  is  forecast  at  951,^00  tons,  a  recovery  of  nearly  90,000  tons 
from  the  1968-69  harvest.    Most  of  the  increase  is  accounted  for  by  antici- 
pated larger  crops  in  Ghana  and  Nigeria. 

Ghana 1 s  production  is  forecast  at  375,000  tons,  a  gain  of  10  percent  from  the 
poor  1968-69  harvest  of  3^1,000  tons.    The  post-Christmas  harvesting  is 
expected  to  be  improved  over  a  year  ago,  particularly  in  the  Ashanti  and 
Brong-Ahafo  regions.    However,  road  conditions  still  remain  very  poor  as  a 
result  of  last  year's  heavy  rains,  and  transport  from  the  interior  to  port 
will  again  be  a  problem. 

Producer  prices  for  the  1969-TO  main  crop  are  to  remain  unchanged  from  those 
paid  for  the  1969  mid-crop,  at  N0  8.00  per  60-pound  load  (US  13.07  cents  per 
pound).  However,  the  growers'  price  is  still  above  the  N0  7*00  (11.^3  cents) 
paid  during  the  1 968-69  main-crop  season.  The  government  has  pledged  a 
minimum  producer  price  of  6.00  (9.8  cents)  for  a  3**year  period,  irrespec- 
tive of  how  low  world  cocoa  prices  become.  In  addition,  subsidies  are  being 
increased  for  insecticides  and  spray  machines. 

Ghana's  exports  of  cocoa  beans  in  I968  totaled  335»26V  tons,  virtually  un- 
changed from  the  year  before.    However,  reflecting  higher  world  prices,  the 
value  rose  by  $11.5  million  to  $181.9  million.    Shipments  to  Eastern  Europe 
and  the  USSR  fell  sharply  from  88,5^2  tons  to  ^1,351,  but  the  fall  was  offset 
by  larger  exports  to  West  Germany  and  the  Netherlands.    Ghana's  exports  during 
the  first  7  months  of  1969  were  down  sharply  to  only  218,122  tons,  compared 
with  310,728  tons  in  the  corresponding  1968  period.    Shipments  to  the  Soviet 
Union  and  Eastern  Europe  during  the  same  period  totaled  only  about  1^,000  tons, 
against  1+3,000  in  January- July  1968. 

Nigerian  production  is  forecast  at  2^5,000  tons,  up  50,000  from  the  small 
1968-69  crop  (estimates  are  adjusted  to  include  quantities  being  smuggled  into 
Dahomey).    Grower  prices  for  the  1969-70  season  have  been  set  well  above  those 
of  other  major  African  producers.    The  new  price  is  NE  150  per  long  ton 
(US  18.75  cents  per  pound),  representing  an  increase  of  NB  50  per  ton  (6.25 
cents  per  pound)  over  the  previous  season.    In  addition  to  the  50-percent 
increase  in  producer  prices,  the  government  has  raised  subsidies  for  spraying 
chemicals  and  equipment. 

Nigerian  I968  cocoa  bean  exports  totaled  208,885  tons,  off  39,300  tons  from 
the  year  before  as  a  result  of  a  smaller  crop  and  because  of  increased 
industrialization  by  the  new  processing  factory  at  Ikeja  (cocoa  product  ship- 
ments in  I968  amounted  to  21,238  tons).    Eastern  Europe  and  the  USSR  increased 
their  buying  from  Nigeria  in  I968,  with  exports  to  that  area  totaling  31, 509 
tons,  compared  with  20,982  tons  during  the  year  before.    January- June  1969 
exports  to  the  Soviet  Bloc  area,  at  about  18,000  tons,  are  running  somewhat 
behind  those  of  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

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Production  in  the  Ivory  Coast  is  expected  to  be  at  record  levels  this  year  as 
young  trees  increase  in  productivity.    The  I969-7O  crop  is  forecast  at 
150,000  tons,  but  could  reach  a  higher  level  given  favorable  weather  during 
the  remainder  of  the  season.    Producer  prices  were  increased  moderately  from 
70  CFA  per  kilo  (US  12.86  cents  per  pound)  to  80  new  CPA  per  kilo  (13.07  cents 
per  pound)  and  now  are  at  the  same  level  as  in  Ghana. 

With  the  outj.ook  for  continued  expansion  in  cocoa  production,  a  second  cocoa 
processing  factory  is  being  planned  with  a  projected  capacity  of  20,000  tons. 
During  the  1968-69  season,  30,000  tons  of  cocoa  beans  were  processed,  and  a 
higher  tonnage  is  being  planned  during  the  current  crop  year.    France,  the 
United  States,  the  Netherlands,  and  Japan  are  the  major  customers  for  the 
product  exports.    Export  earnings  from  cocoa  beans  and  products  reached  an 
alltime  high  of  $96  million  in  1968. 

Cameroon  production  is  expected  to  approximate  the  record  1968-69  level  of 
100,000  tons.    Grower  prices  were  increased  to  85  new  CFA  per  kilo  (US  13.88 
cents  per  pound),  compared  with  70  CFA  (12.86  cents  per  pound)  paid  last 
season. 

South  America:    South  American  production  is  forecast  at  265,500  tons,  slightly 
above  the  1 968 -69  outturn.    Most  of  the  increase  is  attributed  to  prospects  of 
a  larger  Ecuadorean  crop. 

Brazil's  I969-7O  crop  is  expected  to  be  near  the  1968-69  level  and  is  esti- 
mated at  160,000  tons.    The  Bahia  main  crop  is  forecast  at  1.2  million  bags 
(72,500  tons),  well  above  the  poor  1968-69  main  crop  of  only  871,000  bags 
(52,260  tons).    It  is  unlikely  that  the  1970  Bahia  Temporao  harvest  will 
reach  the  unusually  large  I969  level;  it  is  provisionally  forecast  at  1.3 
million  bags  (78,500).    Preliminary  recent  data  now  indicates  that  the  1969 
Bahia  Temporao  crop  totaled  1,7^9,000  bags  (104,9^0  tons).    Production  from 
other  regions  in  Brazil  usually  amounts  to  150,000  bags  (9,000  tons). 

Ecuador's  crop  is  expected  to  recover  somewhat  from  the  poor  1968-69  harvest 
of  ^7,000  tons.    Poor  growing  conditions  and  a  high  incidence  of  disease  were 
the  principal  factors  resulting  in  the  smaller  crop  last  season.    Exports  of 
cocoa  beans  during  the  first  7  months  of  1969  have  totaled  23,217  tons,  with 
8,070  tons  destined  for  the  USSR.    The  USSR  was  also  the  largest  customer  for 
Ecuador's  1968  exports,  taking  24,500  tons  out  of  a  record  total  of  65,072 
tons. 

Export  data  indicate  that  the  1968-69  crop  in  the  Dominican  Republic  approxi- 
mated 26,000  tons.    Reflecting  more  favorable  weather  conditions,  production 
this  season  is  expected  to  be  near  30,000  tons. 

Asia  and  Oceania:    A  continuation  of  the  expansionary  production  trend  in 
New  Guinea  and  Papua  is  again  expected  this  year  with  the  crop  estimated  at  a 
record  29,000  tons.    Little  change  in  production  levels  is  anticipated  in 
other  producing  countries  of  this  region.

Major  Consumers 


Preliminary  statistics  place  1968  world  imports  of  cocoa  beans  at  1.07  million 
^^tons,  off  3  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    However,  imports  by  Eastern  Europe 
^^and  the  USSR  were  at  record  levels  and  totaled  an  estimated  185,000  tons. 
Most  of  the  increase  for  this  area  was  accounted  for  by  a  sharp  jump  in 
imports  by  the  USSR,  which  rose  from  81,700  tons  in  1967  to  a  record  109,000 
tons  in  I968.    Grindings  in  the  Soviet  Union  and  Eastern  Europe  have  held  up 
very  well  in  spite  of  tight  supplies  and  high  prices,  while  those  in  most 
other  countries  are  trending  downward.    Only  a  decade  ago  cocoa  consumption 
in  the  Soviet  Union  and  Eastern  Europe  was  not  very  significant,  but  more 
liberal  import  policies,  rising  income  levels,  and  the  expansion  of  chocolate 
factories  have  now  made  this  group  of  countries  an  important  market. 

Cocoa  bean  imports  into  the  European  Community  (EC)  during  I968  amounted  to 
350,563  tons,  off  2.6  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Grindings  for  this  group 
of  countries  also  were  off,  totaling  360,100  tons  against  373,^00  tons  in 
I967;  the  downward  trend  is  continuing  this  year.    The  West  German  grind  for 
the  third  quarter  of  I969  fell  by  over  15  percent,  and  for  the  first  9  months 
showed  a  drop  of  9  percent,  as  compared  with  corresponding  periods  a  year 
earlier.    Netherlands  grindings  during  January-September  1969  have  totaled 
81,250  tons,  virtually  unchanged  from  the  similar  1968  period. 

U.K.  cocoa  bean  grindings  during  the  first  9  months  totaled  70,104  tons,  com- 
pared with  the  similar  1968  period  grind  of  69,291  tons.    Cocoa  bean  imports 
are  up  sharply,  with  shipments  for  the  first  7  months  at  93,59^  tons,  exceed- 
ing the  1968  annual  total  of  77,^57  tons. 

The  U.S.  third- quarter  grind  amounted  to  1^1.0  million  pounds,  off  6.8  percent 
from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.    The  cumulative  January-September  grind  fell 
8  percent  from  the  corresponding  1968  period  to  i+39. h  million  pounds  (199,310 
metric  tons).    Cocoa  bean  imports  for  the  same  period  have  totaled  158,818 
tons  valued  at  $113.2  million,  representing  a  decline  of  nearly  18  percent 
from  9-month  1968  imports  of  193,063  tons  valued  at  $111.0  million. 


International  Developments 

Cocoa  Producers  Alliance:    The  13th  General  Assembly  of  the  Alliance  (includes 
Ghana,  Nigeria,  Brazil,  Ivory  Coast,  Cameroon,  and  Togo)  was  held  October  9-17, 
at  Yaounde,  Cameroon,  to  review  progress  in  negotiations  for  an  international 
cocoa  agreement.    A  communique  issued  at  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  stated 
that  members  have  agreed  to  request  the  Secretary-General  of  UNCTAD  to 
intensify  bilateral  consultations  in  order  to  get  the  Ik  member  governments  of 
the  Consultative  Committee  on  Cocoa  to  resume  negotiations  toward  the  con- 
clusion of  an  international  cocoa  agreement.    It  was  also  announced  that  the 
Ik th  General  Assembly  of  the  Alliance  will  be  held  in  Togo  in  March  1970. 

Yaounde  Convention  Renewal:    At  the  June  negotiations  for  the  renewal  of  the 
Yaounde  Convention,  which  would  extend  the  pact  for  the  period  1970-75,  the 
EC  agreed  to  lower  its  common  external  tariff  for  cocoa  beans  from  its  present 
rate  of  5.k  percent  to  k.O  percent.    It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  rate  will 
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not  become  effective  until  July  1,  1970,  as  ratification  by  all  concerned 
countries  will  be  necessary. 


FAQ  Cocoa  Study  Group  Estimates:    The  25th  Session  of  the  Committee  on 
Statistics  was  held  in  Rome,  October  27-28.    The  Committee  forecasted  world 
production  for  I969-7O  and  world  grind  for  1970  to  be  in  balance  at  1,332,000 
tons.    Revised  estimates  were  issued  for  1 968-69  production  and  1969  grind  at 
1,2^9,000  tons  and  1,3^0,000  tons,  respectively.    Other  items  on  the  agenda 
covered  conversion  factors,  forecasting  and  sampling  techniques  in  producing 
countries,  and  production  and  demand  developments  and  outlook. 


Outlook 

Only  a  few  years  ago,  cocoa  was  among  the  world* s  surplus  crops,  but  today  the 
cocoa  industry  is  confronted  with  a  shortage  and  high  prices.    Although  world 
production  for  I969-7O  is  expected  to  be  above  the  poor  harvest  of  last 
season,  supplies  in  1970  will  still  be  tight  and  prices  will  remain  firm. 
World  stocks  are  at  very  low  levels,  and  little  relief  is  anticipated  this 
season.    Grindings  in  new  markets,  such  as  the  Soviet  Union,  Eastern  Europe, 
and  Japan,  have  held  up  well  in  spite  of  the  tight  supply  situation,  although 
the  grind  in  the  United  States  and  in  most  countries  of  Western  Europe  has 
been  declining. 

The  impact  of  the  current  cocoa  shortage  can  be  readily  felt  as  manufacturers 
have  reduced  chocolate  bar  sizes,  thinned  chocolate  coatings  on  some  of  their 
products,  raised  prices,  and  increased  use  of  extenders  and  substitutes.  In 
some  cases,  manufacturers  hare  reduced  or  dropped  their  5 -cent  candy  bar  lines, 
as  they  are  also  being  confronted  with  rising  prices  of  other  ingredients  and 
increased  labor  costs. 

To  have  world  production  once  again  resume  its  upward  trend,  producing  nations 
must  invest  more  revenues  to  rejuvenate  their  cocoa  industries.    The  return 
to  the  widespread  use  of  insecticides  and  disease  control  should  result  in  a 
quick  response  in  raising  production;  however,  new  plantings  of  improved 
varieties,  which  can  be  in  production  in  about  k  years,  are  still  needed  to 
meet  the  growing  demand  for  cocoa.    Future  market  prospects  for  producing 
countries  are  bright.    In  the  past  we  have  witnessed  a  healthy  consumption 
growth  rate,  and  it  would  be  beneficial  to  both  producers  and  consumers  if 
that  expansion  can  be  resumed.
